Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1972. 

Vital  Statistics 


There  were  124  babies  born  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  a  slight  rise  in  the  total  population.  The  Standardised 
Birth  Rate  has  fallen  to  18.9  per  1000  population  and  the  national  figure  has 
also  dropped  from  16.0  to  14.8. 

There  was  one  still  birth  and  our  Still  Birth  Rate  is  therefore  8  per 
1000  live  and  still  births.  The  national  Still  Birth  Rate  is  12, 

Four  young  children  under  the  age  of  one  week  died.  Two  of  these  deaths 
were  in  babies  born  with  severe  congenital  disabilities. 

The  death  of  an  eagerly  awaited  and  much  wanted  newborn  baby  is  a 
terrible  blow  for  the  parents. 

The  problems  of  preventing  severe  congenital  conditions  and  of  tending 
young  ipfants  who  have  been  born  in  a  delicate  state  of  health  are  the  subject 
of  much  medical  research  work  and  the  new  discoveries  already  made  have  benefit ted 
many  babies  and  enabled  them  after  a  precarious  start  in  life  to  develop  into 
normal  healthy  children. 

The  record  of  child  care  in  this  country  is  one  of  which  we  can  be  proud. 
This  is  reflected  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  which  during  the  last  decade  has 
fallen  from  21.7  to  17  per  1000  population. 

90  deaths  were  recorded  in  Woodbridge  people  and  there  was  therefore  an 
excess  of  34  births  over  deaths  during  the  year.  The  Standardised  Death  Rate 
was  10.9  (National  figure  12. l)  per  1000  population.  In  the  table  of  Causes  of 
Death  there  were  no  significant  changes  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

54$  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  75  years  and  over. 

Two  diseases  which  are  causing  much  concern  today  are  Cancer  of  the  Lung 
and  Ischaemic  Heart  disease  (Coronary  Thrombosis). 

Heavy  cigarette  smoking  is  now  well  authenticated  as  the  major  cause  of 
Lung  Cancer.  This  modern  epidemic  disease  of  modern  times  claimed  31 , 659  victims 
in  the  year. 

By  comparison  7002  people  died  in  the  same  year  as  the  result  of  road 
accidents.  The  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer  continue  to  rise,  and  despite  constant 
warnings  people  continue  to  smoke. 
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Ischaemic  Heart  disease,  or  to  give  it  its  popular  name  Coronary- 
Thrombosis  is  another  epidemic  disease  of  our  times.  In  1971  83,036  men  and 
60,088  women  died  from  this  complaint.  The  mean  age  of  the  male  victims  was 
68.5  and  they  lost  552  years  of  life  per  10,000  population.  The  stress  of 
modern  living,  excess  animal  fat  in  the  diet,  lack  of  exercise  and  heavy  smoking 
have  all  been  named  as  causes  of  Coronary  disease.  The  inhalation  of  Carbon 
monoxide  by  heavy  smokers  is  a  factor  which  has  recently  been  established  by 
Research  Workers  as  being  especially  damaging  to  the  heart.  ...  . 

There  are  three  contents  of  tobacco  smoke  which  affect  man.  The  first 
of  these  is  Nicotine  which  is  the  narcotic  which  "hooks"  heavy  smokers  and 
makes  them  reluctant  to  give  up  smoking.  The  second  of  these  are  the 
Carcinogens  or  Cancer  producing  substances  present  in  the  smoke  and  the  third 
is  the  Carbon  monoxide  content  produced  as  a  result  of  the  burning  of  tobacco. 

Hitherto  cigar  and  pipe  smokers  were  thought  to  be  at  much  less  risk 
then  cigarette  smokers,  but  it  is  now  known  that  if  they  inhale  they  are  at 
considerable  risk  from  the  effects  of  Carbon  monoxide. 

The  habit  of  smoking,  therefore,  is  responsible  for  the  deaths  of  many 
people  from  these  two  epidemic  diseases  of  our  time. 

Another  health  problem  which  gives  cause  for  concern  at  the  present 
time  is  Housing. 

This  is  a  National  problem  brought  about  by  the  simple  fact  that  there 
are  not  enough  houses  available  for  those  who  require  them.  This  scarcity  has 
has  caused  high  prices  with  the  attendant  difficulties  of  obtaining  mortgages 
and  high  interest  rates  on  home  loans.  One  has  the  greatest  sympathy  for  the 
many  young  people  of  today  wishing  to  get  married  who  are  unable  to  do  so 
because  they  are  quite  unable  to  find  anywhere  to  set  up  home. 

In  W oodbridge  a  considerable  amount  of  private  housing  development  has 
taken  place  over  the  past  few  years,  and  although  no  Council  houses  were 
completed  in  1972,  during  the  27  post  war  years  461  Council  houses  have  been  built. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  about  200  people  on  the  Council  Housing 
Waiting  List. 

Some  houses  in  the  town  have  come  into  a  state  of  serious  disrepair  and 
have  had  to  be  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  A  number  of  these  have 
been  demolished  or  closed  afther  their  inhabitants  have  been  rehoused;  and  others 
have  been  rehabilitated  after  very  extensive  repairs  and  renovations. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  Council  accommodation,  at  the  present  time, 
eleven  unfit  and  twenty  six  substandard  houses  still  have  people  living  in  them. 

It  is  hoped  that  Council  houses  will  be  available  for  these  familities  in  the 
near  future  so  that  they  may  now  enjoy  a  1973  standard  of  housing.

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Snowden,  for 
the  able  and  conscientious  way  in  which  he  has  performed  his  many  duties,  and 
to  the  Clerk,  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  other  members  of  the  staff  for  their 
help  and  co-operation.

Details  of  applications  approved  during  1972  are  given  in  the  statistical 
section  of  this  Report.  However,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  note  brief  details 
of  the  nineteen  improvement  schemes  which  were  completed  and  paid  during  the 
year,  as  follows :- 

Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 

Five  owner-occupied  and  three  tenanted  dwellings  were  improved 
with  the  aid  of  this  type  of  grant,  which  averaged  £790. 

Standard  Grants 

Eleven  dwellings,  comprising  eight  owner-occupied  and  three 
tenanted  premises,  were  provided  with  the  following  total 
number  of  amenities »- 

10  fixed  baths  or  showers  in  a  bathroom 

11  wash  hand  basins  . . 

5  sinks 

11  hot  and  cold  water  supplies  at  one,  two  or  three 

points 

9  internal  water  closets 

The  above  schemes  included  two  new  bathroom  additions  and  one 
dwelling  where  the  outbuildings  were  converted  to  form  a  bathroom. 

The  average  grant  paid  per  house  was  approximately  £205. 

Qualification  Certificates 

Five  Certificates  were  applied  for  and  issued  by  the  Council  to  landlords  of 
improved  dwellings  to  enable  the  controlled  tenancies  to  be  regulated,  leading 
to  a  phased  rent  increase  after  the  registration  of  a  new  and  fair  rent  with  the 
Rent  Officer.  In  two  instances  repair  and  improvement  work  was  carried  out  to 
enable  properties  to  satisfy  the  qualifying  conditions. 


Compulsory  Improvement  of  Dwellings 

During  the  year,  no  tenant  asked  the  Council  to  take  action  to  compel  their 
landlord  to  modernise  the  property  which  they  occupied. 


Pail  Closet  Conversions 

The  number  of  pail  closets  converted  to  water-borne  sanitation  during  1972  was 
11,  which  figure  includes  7  properties  connected  to  the  town*s  sewerage  system 
for  the  first  time. 

Two  Statutory  Notices  were  served  on  properties  requiring  their  owners  to  carry 
out  the  necessary  conversion  work. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  occupied  properties  still  served  by  a  pail 
closet  was  reduced  to  twelve. 


Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 


No  formal  action  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  in  respect  of  any  premises 
let-in-lodgings  or  occupied  by  members  of  more  than  one  family. 


Public  Health  and  Housing  Conditions 

(i)  Seventy-four  complaints  were  received  from  members  of  the  public  during 
1972  and  included  such  items  as  choked  and  defective  drainage*  accummulations  of 
refuse,  offensive  smells,  leaking  eavesgutters  and  downpipes,  dampness, 
condensation  and  mould  growth,  overhanging  trees  and  hedges,  the  burning  of  garden 
or  trade  refuse,  noise  from  barking  dogs,  road  breakers  and  late  night  parties, 
housing  defects  as  well  as  many  notifications  of  rats,  mice,  wasps,  flies  and 
other  insect  pests 

(ii)  Twenty-eight  informal  notices  were  served  during  the  year  to  either  abate  a 
nuisance  or  secure  essential  repairs.  Twenty-six  notices  were  complied  with 
during  the  year. 

(iii)  Reasonable  co-operation  was  obtained  fron  landlords  and  their  managing 
Agents . 

(iv)  Over  1300  inspections  or  re-inspections  for  all  purposes  were  carried  out 
during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLY 


(i)  Fifteen  samples  of  drinking  water  were  collected  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year,  comprising  seven  samples  from  two  wells 
serving  properties  where  the  occupants  had  no  alternative  supply,  and 
eight  from  various  mains  taps  throughout  the  district.  One  of  the 
wells  became  an  unsatisfactory  supply  but  both  wells  have  now  fallen 
into  disuse  and  the  occupied  dwellings  which  they  served  now  have  mains 
water . 

(ii)  All  the  samples  of  Town  water  were  quite  satisfactory. 

(iii)  During  the  year  the  Ipswich  Corporation  Water  Undertaking  kindly  submitted 
details  from  twelve  reports  on  routine  bacteriological  water  sampling 

in  the  district.  All  'were  satisfactory. 


River  Deben  Sampling 

Thirty-eight  samples  of  water  were  collected  from  the  River  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Dock,  off  the  ri&er.  wall  and  at Kysn Point  and  examined  bacteriologically 
during  the  year.  The  results  indicated  the  presence  of  large  numbers  of 
bacteria  of  intestinal  origin.  Salmonella  organisms  were  isolated  from  one 
sample  collected  at  Kyson  Point. 


Model  Yacht  Pond 


During  the  year  four  routine  checks  were  made  on  the  quality  of  the  River  water 
in  the  pond.  Wo  salmonella  organisms  were  isolated  from  any  of  the  samples.

In  each 
case  the  incidents  were  investigated  and  preventive  measures  taken  at  the 
manufacturer’s  premises.
